Chrim^ry Faunae, and the moft Jlluftrious 
Lords, the Baflm^Dey, Aga> Divan and 
Governors of the City and Kingdom of Tyi- 
pofrin Barb^ and 'between^ all : the Qorrii- 
nions and Subjeas of either fide, and that 
the Ships or other Veffels, and theSubjefls 
and People of both fides, (hall not henceforth 
do to each other any harm, oftence or inju- 
ry either in word or deed , but fhall treat 
one another with all poffible refpeft and 
friendffeip. ;

That any of the Ships or other Veffels be- 
longing to the faid King of Great BriMk, or 
to any of His Majefties Subjefts, may fate- 
!y come to the Port of Tripoli , or to any 
other Port or place of that Kingdom, or 
Dominions thereunto belonging > freelyto 
buy and fell* without the leaft difturbanc^, 
paying the ufual Cuftoms as in former times 
hath been paid for fuch goods as they fell, 
and for the goods they fell not, they fhall 
have free liberty to carry on board their 
.'; own 
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own Ships, without paying any duties for 
the fame , and when they pleafe they (hall 
freely depart from thence, without any fop* 
hindrance, or moleftation yvhaciosver. 

III. 

That all Ships and other Veffels, as well 
thofe belonging to the faid King of Great 
Britain, or to any of His^Majefties Subjects^ 
as alfo thofe belonging to the Kingdom 
or People of Tripoli v fh ill freely pafs the 
Seas, andTraffique where they pieafe, with- 
out any fearch , hindrance, or moleftation 
from each other ; and that all perfons or 
Paffengers of what Countrey foever, and all 
moneys, goods > merchandifes and movea- 
bles , to whatfoever people or Nation be^ 
longing , being on board of. any the faid 
Ships or Veffels, (hall be wholly free, and 
fhall not be (topped, taken or plundered, nor 
receive any harm or damage whatfoever from 
either party.

That the Tripoli Ships of Warn or other 
Veffels thereunto belonging, meeting with 
any Merchant Ships or other Veffels of the 
King of Great Br it aim Subjects, not being 
in any of the Seas appertaining to His 
Majefties Dominions , may jfend on board 
one fingleboat with but two Sitters, befides 
the ordinary Crew of Rowers > and no more 
but the two Sitters, to enter any of thefaid 
Merchant Ships or any other Veffels , with- 
out exprels leave from the Commander of 
Ctfery fuch Ship or VeiTel , and then upon 
producing .unto them a Pafs under tire hand 
and leal of the Lord High Admiral of EnV- 
land, the faid Boat (hall prefently depart;and 
the Merchant Ship or Ships, Veffelor Vet 
feis fhali proceed freely on her or their 
Voyage : and although the Commander or 
Commanders of the faid Merchant Ship or 
Ships, Veffel or Veflels produce no Pafs 
from the Lor i High Admiral of England, 
yec if clve Major pare of the faid Ships or

of Great Britain j the faid Boat fliall prefent-
